Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and the Examiner reviewed and 
discussed the differences between the prior art cited and the invention. The primary difference noted by the Examiner 
was the fact that the output of the compare instruction is in one of four states, which represents which mathematical 
relationship is present between two values. The Examiner noted that this is not dear in the current daim language, 
and by adding language that darifies the fact that the result has one of at least three states that represents the 
mathematical relationship present between the two input values would overcome the cited prior art. However, further 
search and consideration to the daims, should they be amended, would be required. 
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
